Their natural abode 
is in sluggish streams, or ponds bordered with grass 
and flags, the roots of which constitute their chief 
support, the tops furnishing them with materials for 
the covering of their abodes. Their babits furnish 
an interesting study for a person having a taste for 
natural history. 

We hope our young querist will not neglect his 
books for the trapping of muskrats, but if he find it 
hecessary to give attention to the latter he should cer- 
tainly divide his spare time between it and the study 
of those useful branches of an English education which 
will be a better investment and in time return a better 
dividend than any other pursuit however remunera- 
tive.

Insects Insuriovus To THE APPLE, CONCLUDED. 

In the previous articles I have given an account of 
those insects which have proved most destructive to the 
apple, and [ herewith notice some others which some- 
times prey upon it, but are not very destructive in 
this State. 

Tae Prom Weevit, (Curculio Nenuphar.) This 
weevil is popularly called the curculio, and though its 
ravages are more particularly confined to the plum, 
yet it is often quite destructive to the fruit of the ap- 
ple. It is a little, rough, dark brown beetle, variegat- 
ed with spots of white, yellow and black, and nearly 
a fifth of an inch in length. These beetles lay an egg 
in the young growing fruit which hatches a maggot 
or grub that eats the fruit same asthe apple worm, 
sometimes causing it to drop prematurely as in the 
case of the plum, The only remedy yet known is 
called jarring, which consists in holding a sheet or 
cloth beneath the tree and striking or jarring it, which 
causes the beetle to drop into the sheet, when they can 
easily be destroyed. As will be seen, this method can 
only be practiced to a limited extent, yet it may be 
made the means of saving the crop on some favorite 
trees, If the infested truit be immediately.. picked up 
and destroyed, many weevils will be prevented from 
changing to the beetle state. 

Tue Bic-ryep Snappine Betz... (4laus Ocula- 
tus.) This insect is well known by the above name, 
which is given it from two large oval spots on its tho- 
rax. Color black, with white’ dots, and measures 
about an inch anda half in length. Its larve are 
reddish yellow grubs, measuripg over two inches in 
length, which live in decaying trunks of trees, partic- 
ularly the apple.

It re- 
mains concealed on the tree in a fold formed by draw- 
ing and fastening two or three leaves together, and | 
herein it changes to a pupa, thence toa moth which | 
deposits its eggs about the last of July. 

Prickty Leptostytvs. A long horned, ash col- 
ored beetle, measuring a third of an inch. Its larva 
is a borer, working principally under the bark, on the 
larger limbs of thg tree. I have seen but few of them 
here. 

Tae Aprte Roor Butcut. This is a species of plant 

louse which preys upon the roots of young nursery 
trees, caus ng warts or excrescences. 
Among other insects which are sometimes found 
upon the apple tree, are the Apple Bupvestis which 
causes great destruction asa borer, in the Western 
States, the bark borer, the handmaid moth, etc.

Farmers’ Boys. 


Messrs. Eptrors :—As you thought well enough of 
an article | wrote some time since on this subject to 
ablish it, [ will venture to express my thoughts s ill 
farther in continuation of the Subject. And what I 
say at present may be consi as referring to farm- 
ers’ boys in general and to onlyssome in particular, 

Farmers, fa you ever think that your boys were 
lonesome, and that they need and feel that they want 
some other exercise than farm IAbor, and something 
to vary the endless chain of farm pursuits? Do you 
see that boy leaning on his hoe Aandle, and looking 
about over Geldand. forest? Atmido you feel to re- 

roach him for thus idling away bis time? “Mold, be- 
fore you sever the list link that connects his mind with 
his work. The material things of earth have not yet 
absorbed all his energies, and the beautiful sights and 
sounds of nature attract his attention more than the 
dazzle and clink of this world’s gain, and if he can- 
not be permitted to enjoy these things as they pass be- 
fure him, what can he see that is worth living for? 
If you interrupt his childish pleasures by abruptly 
culling his attention to the fact (already too apparent 
to him) that he must work for a living, and express 
no sympathy with any other thought or feeling than 
those of labor and gain, he very naturally concludes 
that this is not the proper employment for him, and 
that you ‘being dead to the impulses of youth, deny 
that there ought to be any.”’ 

Do you think strange when after a hard day’s work 
you see him engaged in some tiresome sport with other 
boys who fullow some lighter oceupation—none at all ? 
Remember, that according to the best view that he can 
get of life, labor is punishment and amusement is the 
reverse, without regard to the physical exhaustion 
that either produces; and again, voluntary exercise 
will do much more at strengthening and perfecting the 
human frame than the machine like labor which many 
boys perform bec.us> they must, afd not because they 
want to. Never ac-use your boys of lazivess unless 
you have a desire fur such to be the fact, for if any- 
thing will destroy a boy’s ambition, and make him 
feel that he isa mere machine and must be handled 
like one, it is to be told that he has no desire for work. 

But the most important consideration connected 
with the life of farmers’ boys, is the company in which 
they are kept. Men think they are careful in this par- 
ticular, and give their sons long and valuable lectures 
on the subject when they think there is danger, but 
in many cases the most danger isathome. Many men 
who think they are careful in this respect, employ as 
farm laborers the very outcasts of soc.ety; illiterate, 
foulmouthed, licentious vagabonds of every descrip- 
tion that are properly the subjects of pauper-houses 
and hospitals; and in this society the boys are kept 
weeks apd months if not years, having their minds at 
the most susceptible period of life filled with the vul- 
gar expressions and low-lived principles which such 
‘characters sof brcadcast wherever they go. Who can 
expect that a boy subjected to such influences at home, 
will seek refined society abroad? When boys collect 
at the neighboring village to spend a holiday, how 
very natural for each t9 join the company whose senti- 
ments and modes of expression are nearest like his 
own. How important, then, that the home education 
should be such as would fit him to feel at home in 
good society when abroad. 





Note. This subject is an important one, and we 
hope our correspondent, a part of whose article we 
have given abore, will favor us with more of his 
thoughts upon it.—Eps.

Complaints like the above come to us often, both by 
letter and otherwise. Not long ago, a small farmer 
who lives in the vicinity of this place lost his entire 
flock of sixteen, sheep in one night by dogs. We might 
multiply instances of this kind, but it has so often 
been done to so little effect, that it is almost useless to 
Tepeat them. It has been established beyond a doubt, 
both by the farmers of this and other States, that the 
losses from wild animals, disease and other accidents 
are not equivalent to the losses from the depredations 
of dogs. This is proved by facts and figures, mul- 
tiplied to an almost unlimited extent; and the only 
effect which repeated suplications and petitions for the 
removal or abatement of the grievance has had upon 
our legislators, is the promulgation of a law, entirely 
inoperative, and therefore failing to remedy the evil. 
This law imposes a tax of one dollar upon each dog 
“provided that towns and cities shall so vote,” 
Consequently it is of no effect whatever. We shall

Inquiries about Muskrats, 
A “‘ poor farmer’s boy of thirteen,» who has “ bat 
little time or money,”’ writes us for ion in the 
art of catching muskrats. He has tried 
them, but it made them timid, and is now going to 
adopt some other method. There is no means of cap- 
ture so reliable as @ good steel trap. They should be 
set in the principal feeding places, playgrounds and 
holes of the muskrat, and generally about two inches 
under water. Bait is not necessary except where 
game is scarce and its signs not fresh, In that owe 
you can bait with apples, parsnips, carrotts, sweet-flag 
root, artichokes, or even the fk sh of the muskrat.—

Haying. 


Messrs. Epitors:—As the season for haying is at 
hand, and as have been often asked what was my 
method of curing hay, and the management of it, I 
wish to give through your paper, a few ideas on this 
important branch of labor, for the benefitof my broth-

The rule [ have adopted for the haying season is as 
follows: I rise in the morning at four, do my morning 
work, and go intothe field with my boys and go to 
mowing; mow until. the dew is off, then I open the 
hay that was mowed and bunched up the diy before. 
I then go back and spread what I have already mowed,

Agricultural Miscellany. 


Hay Making. 


This is an important matter. The difference be- 
tween damaged hay, or grass cut after its <eed is ripe, 
and good well cured hay is often 75 per cent. 

The sweetest and richest hay we ever saw was made 
in the following manner:—Never spread out of the 
swath; raked into windrows as soon as the dew was 
| off. The next day not rolled, but pitched into cocks. 
| The third day the cocks were doubled layer after lay- 
| er, and the bottoms puton to the tops of the new 
| cocks, and thus suffered to stand till ready for the 
|mow. Previous to carting, the cocks were turned over 

toair the bottoms. It was as sweet and green as herbs 
| dried in the shade. 
That hay makes rapidly in the cock is afact well 
known to furmers. How far it is best to depart frum 
'old methods depends upon individual circumstances, 
'of which every man must judge for himself. ‘The 
| weather (of which each one should be an accurate 
judge), the kind of grass, labor and means, &c., are 
to be considered. Cured in the cock, every part of the 
grass, leaves and stump, dries alike, and all may be 
preserved. 
One thing is certain, that a farmer who has 10 or 
12 tons of good hay out in a long sterm loses most of 
| its real value and enough to supply himself with hay 
caps for half an ordinary lifetime. In bad seasons 
| they have much labor and more hay. Yet green hay, 




















under caps, in bad weather, should be re-cocked every | 


other day to preserve its sweetness. Where the ground 


is wet this must be done, even if the hay is in = 


‘able condition. Grass cut as soon as it is fairly in the 
| blossom makes the sweetest, heaviest, and most nutri- 
tious hay. At this time its gum and juices are the 
densest and sweetest. After this period there is no 
more growth, and a great chemical change takes place. 

| The stem gradually dies, and all richness in the grass 

| goes into the seed, and the stems become less and less 
valuable for hay, and at least more straw.

Horticultural Hinta.

70 Ler tug Sun Ix.’’ <A few days 
since, ing through a friend's young orchard of 
apple trees, we found them all pruned, with the heads, 
or leaders, most cut out, and the bare branches and 
centre of the tree fully exposed to the blaze of the sun. 
We asked the why, and our answer was, ‘it was done 
to let the sun in.”’ We said nothing, but thought to 
pourself that, in this sunshiny clime, where shade is 
essential to vegetable life at_ mid-day, our friend must 
sdme old country gardener, 
whose practice had been in a clime of moiswure, and 
where to obtain sun, not shade, was part of his rou- 
tine. Asarule, more injury than good is done by 
this severe pruning. Cut away all crossing branches 
or twigs; shorten in all that incline to grow two strong, 
and throw the tree out of shape; cut away some few 
little weak shoots; and then throw away your knife, 
rather than mutilate the tree by cuttmg its limbs, 
and causing it to try for its life by sending up water- 
sprouts. 

CaRrNaTions AND Picorgee Pinxs should now be lay- 
ered. Bend the branch down, make the incision, cut 
on the upper, instead of the under side, peg it care- 
fully, cover an inch with sharp sandy loam, then 
mulch with some neat material that will not be blown 
aside by the first wind. 

Dormant Tree. Record is made of a tree planted 
in the fall of 1838, which remained dormant until 
June, 1840, when it shot out, and made fine growths. 
We have frequently had trees remain dormant until 
July or August of the same year of planting, and 
once a peach tree pushed no bud until the 3d of Sep- 
tember; but this is the only instance we know record- 
ed where a tree has retained vitality in a dormant 
state during two winters and one summer, 

TomATogs may be trained on a wall, or board fence, 
with little trouble, and give in return an abundant 
crop of fruit. In the garden, « low lattice rack—say 
two feet high, and the same wide—we have found a 
neat and profitable way of growing them. 

Tue Bearinc Srems of all Raspberries except the 

ever bearing kinds, should be at once cut’ awny as 
goon as they have done fruiting. Blackberry planta- 
tiens are also much easier handled by cutting the bear- 
ing canes away immediately after they are done fruit- 
ing. 
Aut Herss should be cut from time to time, just 
as they are coming into bloom. Spred them out to 
dry in a shaded place, and as soon as dry place them 
away in paper bags. 

Creeptne Pxiants such as honeysuckles, wistarias, 
&c., require to be occasionally gone over at this ‘sea- 
son—trained, tied, and an occasional shoot nipped in, 
to kcep them neat, and give strength to the remain- 
der. 





Honey Bees. 





A honey bee learns nothing, but comes in the world 
knowing all that is given to bees to knew. We have 
read the writings of men who claim that they can 
**tame’’ bees. &c., but we deny their ability to learn, 
tame, or change their natural habits in the least. If 
| one person can go among them and not be stung,— 
| while another who does the same thing is attacked and 
| stung by the bees, the difference lies in one having 

some offensive odor emitted, as his breath, or some ex- 
| udation from the skin that is offensive to bees. 

| One may keep bees many years, and be constantly 
jamong them, and yet his bees will sting him just as 
|soon as the bees of a strange family would, if he did 
janythi.g to irritate them. In 25 years close atten- 

tion to the nature and habits of honey bees, we have 
| never been able to ‘‘tame,”’ in the least, a single fam- 
| ily, nor bee, so as to show that our familiarity to them 
| caused them to differ at all from bees that had never 





}seen us. If we irritated them at any time, they would 
| sting us just as soon as they would a stranger. 

Nor can any ert of man cause honey bees to de- 
| part in the least, from their regular natural habits. 
| fhe manner of constructing their combs, the material 
| used, the size and shapes of cells, &v., are exactly to- 
|day what they werea thousand years ago. Nor is 
| there any difference in the natural habits of these bees 
|in different parts of the world, except in warm cli- 
| mates, where there are no winters, they do not store 
| up a supply of honey for winter use, because it is not 
needed. Otherwise, the bees of one country have pre- 
isely the same habits of those of every other part of 
he world. 

It is surprising how soon a single bee will impart 
information to a whole family. For instance, place a 
ece of honey comb, containing honey, where a sin- 
le bee will find it; that bee will fill its sack, and fly 


|away to its hive, and soon return with several other 
| bees. These will return to their hive laden with hon- 


ey, and soon come back with a score, or more, of bees; 
and in about half an hour thousands of bees will be 
employed in securing the honey. By what particular 
method bees give information where honey is to 
be found, has never been discovered.

Preparing Currants, 





Hints for the Farmer. 


Saw Dust anp Carp Manvre, or fine pieces of wood 
and bark from the wood house, are exellent articles 
for promoting the growth of vines, shrubs and small 








Currant Jetty. With three partsof fine, ripe, red 
currants, mix one of white currants; put them i:-to a 
clean preserving-pan, and stir them gently over a 
clear fire until the juice flows from them freely; then 

| turn them into a fine hair sieve, and let them drain 
well, but without pressure. Puss the juice through a 
| fulded muslin or a jelly bag; weigh it, and then boil it 
fast fur a quarter of an hour; add for each pound, 
| eight ounces of sugar coarsely powdered, stir this to 
it, off the fire, until it is eon ore the jelly eight 

minutes more of quick boiling, and pour it out. It 

will be firm and of excellent colorand flavor. Be sure 

to skim off the scum as it rises, both before and after 

‘the sugar is put in, or the preserves will not be clear. 
| Juice of red currants, three pounds; juice of white 
currants, one pound; sugar, two pounds; boil eight 
minutes. An excellent jelly may be made with equal 
parts of the juice of red and white currants, and of 
raspberries, with the same proportion of sugar and 
d of boiling as mentioned in the foregoing recipe. 
LACK CurRANT JELLY. To each pound of picked

severely deprecated. The obstruction of the perspira- 
tory organs and orifices of the trunk, whether effected 
by the application of whitewash or any other adhesive 
material, always acts asa fruitful source of disease, 
| and in time, proves fatal to the tree. When the bark 
| becomes rough or incrusted with moss, it should be 
' cleaned by scraping and washing down thoroughly 
, with @ solution of or soda in water, affording 
| smoothness to the surfice without obstructing the 
pores.—Aw Otp Farmer in Germantown Telegraph.

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Distribution and Habitat of Insects. 


The distribution of insects is in exact proportion to 
the diffusion of plants; the richer any qountry is im 
plants, the richer it is also in insects. The re- 

ions, which produce but few plants, have also but 

w insects; whereas the luxuriant vegetation of the 
tropical countries feeds a numerous host of insects. 

With te their habitation, insects are divided 
into those which live upon land and water, 

Those which live in the water, either never leave 
that element, or are able to live at will, either in the 
water or’on the earth, at least fora short time; for ex- 
mp many water-beeties. Many live at certain pe- 

iods of their development in water; at others on land; 
such as‘many sorts of flies, and all the dragonflies, 
which as larve and pupe live in water, but as perfect 
insects on land, cr in the air. 

Land insects live either in the earth, under stones, 
in decayed wood, or in putrid animal substances. Of 
these some pass their whole lives in these places, others 
only during a particular period of their develop- 
ment. The l.rvee of the dung-beetle live deep under 
the ground, while the perfect insect inhabits the ex- 
crement of animals; many of the larvae of flies live 
in carrion or excrement, while the perfect insect flies 
about in the open air. A very great number choose 
the different parts of ts for their abodes as the 
roots, bark, inner bark, alburnum, wood, pith, buds, 
flowers, leaves and fruit. They change their abode in 
every new stage of their development. Thus the bark- 
beetle, which in the larva-state under the bark, swarms 
in its perfect state upon the trees, the curculio of the 
apple-tree, the larva of which infests the bottom of the 
apple blossom, crawls on the trees, or on the surround- 
ing ground; the mining-moth, which as a larva lives 
under the cuticle of the leaves, flutters in its winged 
state ubout the flowers and leaves. 

A small number live upon other animals, on the 
skin, such as lice, or in the inside of the body, as the 
ox and horse breeze-flies (stride). The two latter 
leave their first abode before entering the pupa state, 
which they effect in the earth, and hover as flies round 
the animals to deposit their eggs upon them. 

Most insects live solitarily, either without any defi- 
nite dwelling, or they constract for themselves a house 
composed of various kinds of vegetables or animal 
matter; for example, many caterpillars. A few species 
live in society, such as , ants, wasps, &c. 

By obtaining a general knowledge of the abode of 
insects, it is evident that the observer of the economy 
of insects will be able more satisfactorily to combat 
many that are injurious to him; thus he can, with lit- 
tle trouble greatly diminish or entirely annihilate those 
that he has ascertained to live in society, or in places 
of easy access.— Kollar. 


The Cattle Plague. 


There are well grounded fears that the cattle plague 
will rage in this country, and precautions should be 
taken at once to avert it. The cattle Commissioners 
of England have recently submitted a thirdureport, in 
which they allude to the various modesof disinfection. 
It is necessary that a disinfectant for this purpose 
must be cheap, easily produced and used, able to ar- 
rest corruption but not life, and harmless to men and 
cattle in other respects; further, it ought, owing to 
the special properties of the virus, to be both fixed 
and volatile. On this account many substances, such 
ns iodine, charcoal, lime, &c., were rejected as ful- 
filling only some of these conditions. But chlorine, 
ozone, sulphur and the tar acids (carbolic and cres- 
ylic), are recommended, and there seems to be evi-

dence that they do in fact destroy the specific poison, 
though in what p rticular manner is not as yet ascer- 
tained. The first two are known to make animal poi- 
sons harmless, and the last have a strong tendency to 
| arrest fermentative and putrid action. Of treatment, 
| except that of the polerxe, little or nothing 1s said in 
| the way of recommendation. Whereas in some places 
| 73 per cent. of those attacked recovered, in others 95 
per cent died; on the whole, whatever treatment wag 
adopted, there was hardly 2 per cent difference in the 
results. Out of nearly 7090 cases treated, nearly 26 
per cent recovered, and 73 per cent. died, Most prob- 


| ably the keeping of that number of animals for treat~ 


ment multiplied enormously the amount of virus in 
the country, perhaps slew twice 7000 others. If any- 
thing, the soft, nourishing food administered in Scot- 
land appears to have acted favorably, not as against 
the disease, but by giving the beast the greater 
strength to contend with it. [It is lamentable to ob- 
serve one fact that stares us in the face: in spite of 
the plainest warnings, the most severe experience, and 
the most definite legal orders, the law is still set aside 
in England, and, as the natural result, and the proper 
punishment, the disease is still rampant. 





How to make Miikers. 


No matter what breed you have, something is neces- 
sary to reach the highest success in raising good milk- 
ers. It’s a great thing to have good blood, whether 
it be Ayrshire, Jersey, or Short Horn grades, but 
apart from this important advantage, the course of 
treatment in raising a milker is somewhat different 
a that of raising a beef animal, or an animal for 

abor. 

The calf should be well fed and petted while young. 
Well fed, to induce a rapid growth, so as to enable the 
heifer to come in early; petted, to make her gentle and 
fond of the presence of her keepers. Fondling helps 
to create a quiet disposition, so important to a dairy 
cow, and this education must begim when young. For 
a milker we would have the heifer come in at two years 
old; and if she has been well kept, so as to have at- 
tained a good size, she is then old enough to become a 
cow. She will give more milk for coming in early. 
It forms the habit of giving milk, and habit, you know, 
is sort of a second nature. An sider bgll is better. 
We use too many young bulls. A three or four year 
old is far better for getting stock than a yearling, and 
many prefer a five or six year old to any other. After 
the heifer has come in, let her be fed regularly. 
| Clover is preferred to all others for the stall feed. A 
little oat meal induces a large flow. Indian meal is 
rather fattening. In bad weather, give her a clear 
airy stall.—Mass. Ploughman. 





Chlorine as a Disinfectant. 


A French chemist has recently brought forward a 
cheap method of generating chlorine as a disinfectant, 





in place of the comparatively ex ve chioride of 
lime. The preparation consists common salt, red 
lead, sulphuric acid, and cold water. The red lead is 


mixed with the salt, and introduced into a bottle full 
of water; the sulphuric acid is added afterwards grad- 
ually, and shaken atintervals. By this process sul- 
phate of lead is formed and precipitated, and sulphate 
of soda and chlorine remain dissolved in the water. 
The chlorine, which gives the liquid & yellow color, is 
disengaged as soon as.the bottle is This pre- 
paration presents another advantage, in addition to 
that of cheapness, namely, it does not di the 
chlorine too rapidly, and is, hence, not so rapidly ex- 
hausted. If, however, a rapid disen t be re- 
quired, the liqaid may be poured into flat plates, so as 


to offer a surface for evaporation. ace 
cording to this method, the is found to 
realize the most satisfactory as a disinfectant.

Visit to Portiand. 
___ Portianp, July 12th, 1866. 

Dear Farwnn:—We have just been resting after 
the survey of the burned district in this city. Famil- 
iar as we were with almost'every rod of that portion 
of the city, we had no conception of the scene that 
burst upon our view. Let the reader accompany us 
in our walk amid the ruins. Let us first go up India 
street from the Grand Trunk Depot. Half way up 
the street is the edge of the burned district.. All at 
once a forest of chimneys presents itself to the sight. 
Let the eye extend as far as it can see and nothing 
but chimneys meets the astonished gaze. There seem- 
ed to be a sort of symmetry in their arrangemet some- 
what like that of a tolerably thick growth of pine 
trees in a forest. But few walls are standing, and 
but few chimneys are thrown down. Let us’ now go 
through Middle street. All along the same scene 
meets the eye till you find relief at- the foot of Fore 
street, where the fire was arrested. Wood’s hotel de- 
signed by its too sanguine founder to be the hotel of 
New England, isa mass of smouldering ruins. On 
the opposite side are all that is left of its builder, the 
walls of his conservatory and his dwelling house. He 
who twenty years.ago was enjoying life and prosper- 
ity, now like his works, lies in the grave. Such is hu- 
man life. The custom house is a fire proof building, 
yet so intense was the heat from the burning buildings 
on the opposite side of the street, that its walls com- 
posed of Quincy granite were scalded badly, while 
the iron shutters onthe inside were ‘of no avail. So 


intense was the heat that the very ¢arth in the street |' 


seemed literally baked. We never saw a fire where | 
the wood work was so completely burned up. Hardly | 
a brand is'to he seen. Stavilirig at the Custom House, 


the eye can see no house untouched by fire in any di- | 


rection except at the foot. of Exchange street. We. 
tock a position on Congress street at nine o'clock in 
the morning, thd we could count ‘hundreds ‘of chim- | 
neys in a body without a living soul among them. It | 
was deserted and.cheerless and dreary as if we were | 
standing amid the ruins'of Pompeii. We néver'ex-| 
perienced sucha sensation before. Occasionally a | 
stray persen might be seen in search of something 
amid the ruins, but it seemed like meeting a man. in | 
a strange forest. Now-and then a canvass tent was | 
érected among the ruins with its lone occupant watch-

At the time of going to press, the committee were 
still engaged in canvassing the several wards for sub- 
scriptions, and we are therefore unable this week te 
give a statement of the total amount contributed. 
The subscriptions in four of the wards, the canvass in 
one of which is not yet completed, are as follows: 
Ward 1, $556; Ward 2, $215; Ward 3, $229; Ward 
56, $641. Theremaining wards will probably swell 
the amount to about $2,000. Had not the resources 
of our citizens been seriously impaired by a recent 
similar calamity, their contributions for this object 
would have compared more favorably with the gener- 
ous benefactions from other cities. We know, how- 
ever, that our Portland friends will give us credit for 
the disposition to aid them in their misfortunes how- 
ever we may lick the means for its gratification. They 
will take the will for the deed. 

We ought last week to have mentioned the fact that 
immediately upon the receipt of information on the 
evening of the 5th, of the destitution of food in Port- 
land, the Mayor of this city purchased some thousand 
pounds of beef and hams, which were cooked during 
the night, the bakery was set at work turning out 
fresh bread for the emergency, and our citizens were 
requested lso to contribute as much as possible from 
their private stores. The result was the collection of 
cooked provisions amounting to several tons in weight, 
which were forwarded on the following morning and 
daly acknowledged by the Portland authorities, and 
notice given that ne further contributions were need- 
ed for the present. 

We also omitted to state that in response to a des- 
patch trom Portland on the morning of the Sth, re- 
questing assistance to subdue the fire which was still 
raging, Chief’ Engineer Wills of this city, with & vol- 
unteer fire company, numbering about 75 men, left 
in the 11 o’elock train, taking with them the steam

tion that he belonged to the St France 
ada, and that he was drivén away for some miisdemea- 
nor and never dared to réturp,..He was said to have 
bebn chief of the tribe in his youtigerdays. He lived 
Lon Umbagog and Winttebacook Lakes, which latter 
signifies the beautiful long water place, where he had 
a wigwam—his sole companions being his squaw and 
two sons and a daughter. How long he had lived 
there is not known, but previous to 1800 he had been 
visited by land proprietors and hunters, hig -wig- 
wam ever open to visitorg who shared with him 
whatever his cabin afforded, expecting however, an 
equivalent in return, in the shape of rum and tobacco. 
He was employed by the land proprietors as a guide 
while exploring their imperfectly bounded estates, 
while he knew the favorite spots of the moose and 
deer, as well as the fishing grounds in the various 
parts of the lakes. As a consequence Matualluc’s 
Wigwam was as well known in New England in those 
days as any country tavern. Whenever he caught a 
moose he would have a portion of it dried with which 
to entertain his visitors. 

As moose, deer, beaver and sable were abundant, he 
spent much of his time in hunting for them, and Ma- 
talluc’s Island was a sort of place of deposit for 
his furs, which he exchanged with some adventurer 
for powder, rum, tobacco and other things deemed es- 
sentiabto his comfort. 

** Matalluc was fond of display and claimed to be 
Sagamore of all the region in the northern part of Maine 
and New Hampshire. Some waggish pleasure hunter 
in the neighborhood of Portsmouth, filled out Matal- 
luc with a Commission, styling him Grand Sagamore 
of Umbagog, Generalissimo &c., of certain undefined 
places, and other titles that would have exhausted an 
English vocabulary. This precious document he was 
wont to show to all visitors as a voucher of his dignity 
and importance, and after allowing due time for its 
perusal, would assume a more than ordinary erect po- 
sition and exclaim: ‘‘I all one King George.’’ No 
one of course disputed his claim to his title, and Ma- 
talluc lived on in imaginary greatness, with all the 
happiness and without the cares and_ perplexities of 
his royal contemporaries,’’* 

He frequently had fora lodger Ex-Governor Lin- 
| coln, who was exceedingly fond of visiting the Indi- 
ans, and learning everything pertaining to their char- 
acter as well as their language. 

Matdlluc lost his second wife while living on Mole- 
chunkemunk lake, or what is now known as Mattal- 
luc’s Pond. After his wife Rosalie died, the old 
chief took her body, wound it close with birch bark 
anid withed it to two limbs of trees which reached over 
the smoke-hole of his camp, and for three weeks went 
on the process of preservation. The body was then 
buried near by and two rough stones still mark the 
spot. His two sons, Parmagimuck and Wiliempi

ter in charge. Tickets for rations are issued and sup- 
plies furnished at Old City Hall and at the Ward 
Room on Munjoy. About six thousand rations per 
day are issued. The Relief Committee, during two 
days, had supplied 1,500 people with 7,500 articles of 
clothing, and the call for help is beyond the supply. 

The Portland Argus says the Relief Committee are 
greatly in want of contributions of clothing, provis- 
ions and mechanics’ tools of all descriptions. Such 
contributions are as welcome as cash. Clothing of all 
descriptions is needed, hundreds who saved only the 
garments they had on their backs, the Committee have 
as yet been unable to relieve, and clothing is sorely 
needed. Many mechanics lost all their tools, and are 
thus deprived of themeans of obtaining a livelihood. 
The Committee are supplying this demand by cash 
purchases; but if any have tools to spare they are 
requested to forward the same at once. 

The slope of Manjoy in front of the Observatory is 
covered with about 700 tents, and it is estimated that 
at least 300 families find temporary shelter there. The 
houses of the Irish population in the neighborhood 
have been thrown open to their suffering countrymen, 
and are packed as full as beehives. A large number 
of tents are also pitched in Deering’s pasture, on Pine 
street, and at Cape Elizabeth, near the Kerosene 
works, affording protection to thousands, and the best 
order is preserved. It is wonderful how composed and 
cheerful these people are.

Here we found about 
700 tents filled with the unfortunate sufferers. “Art-{ 
less children were playing around the doors of the! 
tents while the inmates were busy in looking after 
some present creature comforts. All was a subdued | 
quiet. No voice of shouting or singing could be heard. | 
We turned our course out again over a large portion | 
of the burned district to see if we could find some of 
the old landmarks. There is nothing but the Observ- 
atory to remind us of Portland as it seemed to us 
in our boyhood, and we turned away sickened at the 
sight of so terrible a calamity that had befallen the 
once prosperous city. We could see bat one green 
spot on the whole extent of burned territory. Trees, 
shrubbery and grass plats were burned up. It.has 
been estimated that 880 acres have been burned over. 
Let the distant reader take three furms side by side of 
100 acres each, and let them all be covered with naked 
chimneys, and he will form some conception of what 
we saw. Or let him measure a street eight miles in 
length and covered with buildings, and he will then 
obtain a glimpse of what Portland now is after they 
have been burned. Leaving the burned district, where 
we did not meet with a familiar face among the hun- 
dreds of our friends and acquaintances, we strulled 
around the habitable portions, where we found old of- 
fices moved to strange places. Among those whom 
we met was J. B. Brown, the leading business man of 
the city. He wore a cheerful yet determined counte- 
nance, evidently interested upon doing all in his power 
towards restoring the city to its former greatness,— 
We gave him a hearty shake of the hand and our best 
blessing. We found a strong and hopeful feeling 
among the business men of the city wherever we went,’ 
but we left the city with the feeling that many years 
must elapse before its ruins will be entirely concealed 
from view. The business part will rally immediately, 
but the northeast portions, which were covered with 
dwellings, very many af which were owned by per- 
sons in moderate cit@u ces, will be very slow in 
being rebuilt. 





Capinet Raesionations. The resignation of Post- 
master General Dennison has been tendered by him 
to the President. The reason for his withdrawal 
from the Cabinet, as stated by Mr. Dennison, is a.dif- 
ference of political views. It will be recollected that 
he was President of the Union Republican Conven- 
tion which re-nominated Mr. Lincoln. Never intend- 
ing otherwise than to adhere to the party whose prin- 
ciples it represented, and as the call for a National 
Convention at Philadelphia, sanctioned and endorsed 
by the President, is in antagonism to the organization, 
there was no other course left to him than to retire 
from the Cabinet, while his personal relations with the 
President are undisturbed and friendly. The sepa- 
tion is entirely because of the conflict of political 
views. The resignation of Attorney General Speed 
was tendered on Saturday last. It is ascertained that 
Mr. Harlan has prepared « letter announcing his with- 
drawal also from the Cabinet. A correspondent says 
Mr, Stanton was in consultation with his friends dur- 
ing the day, and spent the night at his country resi- 
dence, with oné or two gentlemen of radical pvlitical 
views. What his intentions are it is impossible to say, 
but it seems generally believed that-he cannot endorse 
the Philadelphia test, and will, therefore, follow his 
colleagues in resigning. bap

‘He therein requested Gen. Benedek to send him 
two fresh brigades in order that his troops might biv- 
ouac under their protection, and acknowlelged they 
would not be able to fight on the following day. 

**he fifth Prussian corps was therefore opposed on 
the 28th and 29th by the corps of the Arch Duke Leo- 
pold and Gen. Tosteties. The fighting on these two 
(ixys extended over a much greater line than on the 
27th. ‘The Austrian corps under Gen. Gablenz was 
completely broken up. Besides innumerable prison- 
ers, 20 guns, 5 colors and 2 standards, belongiug to 
the corps of Gen. Gablenz, fell into the hands of the 
Prussian troops.’’ 

The Kingof Prussia had arrived at Rechenburg 
and was enthusiastically cheered on leaving Berlin. 

Another disp ttch announces the arrival of the King 
of Prussia at Gitzchin, where he was received by the 
Prinee Frederick Charles. The streets everywhere 
showed signs of an obstinate engagement. The enemy 
fled in disorder, under cover of night.
